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In ſhort, to praiſe God is acknowledged 
by all devout Chriſtians, to be the 100 
and Flower of divine Worſhip; tis the 
Religion of happy Creatures, and the na- 
tural Homage due to infinite Goodnefs, 
which is the moſt glorious Perfection of 
the Deity. It exerciſes the beſt Paſſions 
of our Souls in the moſt perfect Manner, 
Love, Joy, Reverence, and Admiration, 
which are moſt proper for Devotion, and 
the only Acts of Religion we ſhall perform, 
when we arrive at the Regions of Happi- 
neſs, when we ſhall have put off Mortali- 

and Corruption, and all other Wants 
with them; when a complete and conſum- 
mate Happineſs ſhall leave no more place 
for Deſire; when we ſhall have nothing 
to ask of God, Aer more to expect, 
but the ſecure Poſſeſſion and Enjoy ment of 
thoſe immortal Pleaſures, which ſatisfy. e- 
very Faculty of the Soul, are eternally re- 
peated, and eternally new. I ſay in ſuch 
a State as this, where Faith will be turned 
into Sight, and Hope into Enjoyment, the 
petitionary Part of Prayer, which is ſo great 
a part of the Worſhip of Sinners, and in- 
digent Creatures, will all be turned into 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving. Now, as St. 
Part for this Reaſon ther 1 Charity, before 
aith and Hope, becauſe tho? they are ad- 
mirable Graces for the State of Chriſtians

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in this World, and abſolutely neceſſary to 
carry them to Heaven; yet they cannot- 
enter into Heaven themſelves, where 
Charity attains = greateſt Glory and Per- 
ſection; fo by the fame Reaſon it appears 
that Praiſes and Thankſgivings are the moſt 
excellent Part of Divine Worſhip, becauſe 
they are the Religion of glorified Spirits; 
and therefore ought to be the chief Delight 
and Entertainment of thoſe that hope to 
bear a part in the heavenly Choir: for we 
daily Pray, that God's Will may be done 
on Earth, as it is in Heaven. 2 


II. Having ſpoken thus much of Muſick 
in general, I crave your Patience, while 
in the ſecond Place, I ſay ſomething of our 
Cathedral Worſhip, and of what Uſe, and 
Benefit, Muſick is towards exciting, and 
quickning our Devotion; and to anſwer 
ſome Objections that are made againſt it. 


The Reaſon, which the judicious Hooker 
gives for introducing Muſick into our Wor- 
ſhip, (without any Reference to the Primi- 
tive Practice) is, that we may be thereby 
incited to the greater Ardency of Devotion; 
and that People, who have not Zeal enough 
for Religion, to bring them into the Courts 
of Praiſe, might be drawn thither by the

But then, thoſe fad 
Souls, Who are Enemies to all Harmony, 
1nd delight in nothing but Howling and LA 
nentations, object again; this plainly re- 
ers to the ancient Temple Worſhip, and 
muſt not be admitted a precedent for Chriſti 
an Practice. But if the Temple Worſhip 
he a fir Pattern for the Worſhip of Angels, 
why may it not be a precedent for the Wor- 
ſhip of Chriſtians ? whoſe Worſhip, as pure 
and ſpiritual as it is, falls vaſtly ſhore of 
Angelical Worſhip.

ven to it, that the Images, in the A poca.

Churches, and therefore was a Rule and 
Precedent for them. Ir all along deſcribes 
the State of the Chriſtian, not of the Jew- 
iſh.

too. And if we look into the fifth Chap- 


ter; we ſhall find theſe four Beaſts, and 
four and twenty Elders, were Chriſtians, 
who were redeemed by the Blood of the 
Lamb, and ſung the Song of the Lamb-- 
Thou art worthy to take the Boot, and open 
the Seals thereof ; for thou wait ſlain and haſt 
redeemed us to God, out of every Rindred 
and Tongue, and People, and Nation; and 
hait made us unto our God, Rings and Prieſts, 
and we ſhall reign upon the Earth. This I 
take to be a Chriſtian Hymn, and there- 
tore a Pattern for Chriſtian Worfhip. St. 
Paul likewife exhorts us to admoniſh one

in our Hearts to the Lord. Now, though 
theſe Words be not the Apoſtolical Inſt 
tution of a Choir, nor do preſcribe the 
particular Forms of Cathedral Worſhip ;

yet they juſtify it all, as far as tis fitted 
to true Deyotion. And though this prac- 
tice was not for ſome time in the 
Chriſtian Church, while it was un- 
der a State of Perſecution ; 'tis no more 
an Argument againſt Cathedral Worſhip, 
than againſt Cathedral Churches. The 
poverty, and afflicted State of the Church 
at that time would allow neither ; but 
Proſperity by degrees introduced them both : - 
As it reviv'd them in the Jewiſh Church; 
though under the Babyloniſh Captivity, 
they hung their Harps upon the Wil- 
lows, and refuſed to ſing the Songs of 
Sinn in a ſtrange Land, 


But ſetting aſide the afflicted State of 
the Chriſtian Church, the profeſſed Ene- 
mies of Cathedral Worſhip, allow us as 
great, and early Authorities as we deſite. 
St. Baſil, St. Ambroſe, and St. CHſoſtaom will 
always be venerable Names. The Church 
was reſtored to Peace, but in the fourth 
Century; and then this Worſhip revived ; 
and that by the Authority, and Exam- 
ple of as great and good Men, as any of 
the Fathers of our Church. 


Eraſmus indeed, and many Reformers, 
et were great Enemies to this way of Wor-

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{hip;: as it was then practic d in the Church 
of, Rome; when their Hymns, as well as 
their Prayers, were performed in an un- 
known Tongue; ſo that their Singing was 
mere Noiſe, and could contribute nothing 
to Devotion. But this is no more an 
Argument againſt Exgliſb Hymns, and 
Anthems, than againſt Eagliſb Prayers. 
If they mean any more, we muſt de- 
mand their Reaſons: For, as for Autho- 
rity; our own Reformers, and our own 
happy Eſtabliſhment upon the Reforma- 
tion, have (and that very deſervedly) a 
much greater Authority in the World. 
Thus, I hope, I have in ſome Mea- 
ſure,. vindicated, and ſet forth the Uſe 
and Benefit gf . Church-Mauſick ; but con. 
ſidering, that hearing a Sermon is the 
leaſt part of the; occaſion of the meet- 
ing of this Audience, I ſhall haſten to a 
Concluſion.
